He farms $03 acres at 8,000

‘VER since man first 
striven to move ever

WITHOUT WINDOWS 


The supersonic alrliner poses 
few problema that have not 
already been ,solved in the mill- 
tary field. Nevertheless answers 
must stl be found to the 
diMoulties of designing a come 
fortable and psychologically cor- 
rect interiar—-possibly without 
windows—and to matching the 
afreraft to reasonable  alrfields 
and to finding the vast sums 
nocessary for the design, de- 
velopment and purchase of such 
machines. To bring a Trans- 
Atlantic olrliner capable of 
cruising at three Umes the specd 
of sound to the point at which it 
could be granted a Certificate of 
Airworthiness could not cost 
lcs than £120,000,000.

Getting such a machine into 
the air is rendered less difficult 
by the fact that tremendous 
engine power will be available, 
and advanced techniques, such 
as the use of ad hoe engines for 
vertical lift (the scheme sug- 
gested by Rolls-Royce) and alr- 
craft whose shape. and aero- 
configuration may be 
varie? (the rain-child of 
Vickers Armstrong) munoy even 
permit the employment of run- 
ways shorter than those needed 
by today’s Bocing 707. On tha 
other hand, quictening the 
supersonic transport at take-off 
‘and greventing the deafening 
bangs from its shock waves in 
cruising fight from wreaking 
havoc on the ground : beneath, 
are problems of the  firat 
magnitude and no complete coli- 
tion to either {s at tand.
